Apartment's 
Safely Called 
Railway Duty 


The attorney for the owners 
of an apartment house atop the 
burned-out Puerto Suello Hill 
tunnel said t o d a y he had 
charged Northwestern Pacific 
Railroad w i t h responsibility 
for the safety of the building. 
Julius H. Selinger of San 
Rafael, attorney for Mr. and 
Mrs. Ernest Epidendio, owners 
of the Chula Vista apartments 
at 1898 Lincoln Avenue in San 
Rafael, said he had notified 
railroad officials t h a t they 
would be held responsible “for 
any loss of rent, diminished 
value or damage to the prop­ 
erty” which might result from 
negligent maintenance of the 
tunnel. 
Triggering the action against 
the railroad was a report to 
San Rafael City Manager Dan 
E. Andersen from J. P. Hawkes 
and Associates, engineers in­ 
vestigating the tunnel cave-in 
for the city, which declared 
the building unsafe for occu­ 
pancy. 
Making the report was en­ 
gineer J. Donovan Jacobs, who 
wrote: 
“In my opinion there exists 
a grave physical hazard to the 
people living in this building.” 
“It seems to me to be almost 
certain that the structural sup­ 
port of the tunnel directly be­ 
neath has been seriously dam­ 
aged or completely destroyed. 
The firm ground which still re­ 
mains between the roof of the 
tunnel and the foundation of 
the building is a badly decom­ 
posed metamorphic rock. 
“Characteristic of such ma­ 
terial is that it can suddenly 
crumble with little or no ad­ 
vance warning." 
The city, acting on Jacob’s 
report and an opinion by City 
Atty. A. E. Bagshaw, ordered 
the building closed or demo­ 
lished within 30 days. 
The apartment building, oc­ 
cupied to capacity at the pres­ 
ent time by six families, has 
not been ordered evacuated, 
according to Mrs. Epidendio. 
“We turned the whole thing 
over to our attorney,” she raid. 
Selinger said any eviction 
proceedings would be the re­ 
sponsibility of the city.

U.S. Would 
Use A-Arms 
—McNamara 


Goes On Record 
Before Senate 
Subcommittee 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The administration was on 
record today with a blunt 
new assertion that America 
would not hesitate to use 
atomic weapons even in a 
small war if military circum­ 
stances required them. 
This latest effort to build up 
the “credibility” of U. S. nu­ 
clear arms was put forth by 
Defense Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara in his 
marathon 
testimony yesterday before the 
Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee. 
The secretary told the com­ 
mittee, however, that 
rapid 
buildup of U. S. conventional 
forces “has done much to stab­ 
ilize the Berlin situation.” He 
warned Cold War crises might 
“occur frequently in the years 
ahead,” in Berlin, Viet Nam, 
Laos. Cuba or elsewhere, in 
areas of “serious instability.” 
In his 112-page rundown on 
the Kennedy administration’s 
new defense plans and record 
48.3-billion-dollar spending pro­ 
posals, McNamara said both 
America and its NATO allies 
must give greater emphasis to 
non-nuclear forces. 
But he promptly added, “this 
does not mean that we would 
hesitate to use nuclear weapons 
even in a limited war situation, 
if needed.” 
He recalled making a similar 
statement to the committee last 
spring. It went largely unnot­ 
iced, however, in the context 
of administration concern for 
a conventional force expansion.

Protestant, C a t h o l i c and 
Orthodox Churches throughout 
the world join this week and 
next in prayer for Christian 
Unity. 


T h i s a n n u a l observance, 
sponsored by the Vatican and 
The World Council of Church­ 
es, is an appropriate occasion 
of taking stock of the progress 
Christians have made during 
the past year toward healing 
their historic divisions. Its per­ 
iod is from last Thursday to 
next Thursday. 
The record reveals no spec­ 
tacular breakthroughs toward 
unity. But there were many 
d e e d s , Wis r*d'£ and gestures 
which improved the climate of 
relationships among Christians, 
and helped to draw them closer 
together. 
Some of these expressions of 
mutual good will took place 
across what is still the widest 
and deepest gulf in Christen­ 
dom—that which separates the 
500 million members of the 
Roman Catholic Church from 
the 350 million members of 
Protestant and Orthodox com­ 
munions. 
Here are some of the high­ 
lights: 


Forum To Study 


Infallibility' 


The meaning of “papal in­ 
fallibility” 
will be explored 
during the next session of the 
Inquiry Forum at Star of the

p.m. Thursday. 
Entitled “The Papacy,” the 
class will be devoted to a study 
of the primacy of the pope, 
scriptural references for the 
selection of Peter as the first 
pope and what the word “in­ 
fallibility” means as applied to 
the teaching of the papacy. 
The Inquiry Forum, under 
the direction of Paulist mis­ 
sionary, Rev. Walter Anthony, 
is open to the public.

For the first time in history. | 
the Roman Catholic Church 
sent official observers to an 
ganization in which most Pro­ 
testant and Orthodox bodies 
are represented. The World 
Council meeting, which took 
place in New Delhi, India, Nov. 
18 - Dec. 6, was reported fully 
and sympathetically by Cath­ 
olic newspapers in the United 
States and other countries. 
The Vatican let it be known 
that Protestant and Orthodox 
Churches — which it now re­ 
fers to as “separated brethren” 
—will be invited to send obser- 
ers to the Catholic Ecumenical 
Council which will meet in 
Rome late this year. 
The Most Rev. A rthur C. 
Lichtenberger, presiding Bish­ 
op of the U. S. Protestant Epis­ 
copal Church, called at the 
Vatican for a “Most Cordial” 40 
minute visit with Pope John 
XXIII. 
In France, Catholic bishops 
and Protestant pastors met, for 
the first time since the refor 
mation, to hold a joint discus­ 
sion of religious doctrines. 
In 
Switzerland, 
Protestant 
parishes took up special col­ 
lections to aid Catholic chari 
ties, and Catholic parishes re­ 
ciprocated by raising funds for 
Protestant relief projects. 
In the United States, leading 
Protestant and Catholic theo­ 
logians carried 
on, 
through 
jointly - authored books and in 
face-to-face meetings, a friend 
ly “dialogue” about their doc­ 
trinal 
differences. This 
dia­ 
logue did not settle the differ­ 
ences, and was not supposed 
to. It did demonstrate that each 
side is now prepared to listen 
seriously to the other, and to 
acknowledge 
t h e 
possibility 
that there might be truth on 
both sides. 
There also were important 
developments within the Ortho­ 
dox communions. 
The 18 self-governing Ortho­ 
dox 
Churches, 
which 
have 
about 150 million adherents in 
M editerranean and eastern Eu­

countries, 
tightened 
their bonds by holding, on the 
island of Rhodes, the largest 
“Pan-Orthodox conference” in 
three centuries.

Protestant, Ca t h o l i c and 
Orthodox Churches throughout 
the world join this week and 
next in prayer for Christian 
Unity. 
Th i s a n n u a l observance, 
sponsored by the Vatican and 
The World Council of Church­ 
es, is an appropriate occasion 
of taking stock of the progress 
Christians have made during 
the past year toward healing 
their historic divisions. Its per­ 
iod is from last Thursday to 
next Thursday. 
The record reveals no spec­ 
tacular breakthroughs toward 
unity. But there were many 
deeds, Wé rvd'£ and gestures 
which improved the climate of 
relationships among Christians, 
and helped to draw them closer 
together. 
Some of these expressions of 
mutual good will took place 
across what is still the widest 
and deepest gulf in Christen­ 
dom—that which separates the 
500 million members of the 
Roman Catholic Church from 
the 350 million members of 
Protestant and Orthodox com 
munions. 
Here are some of the high­ 
lights: 


Forum To Study 


'Infallibility'

For the first time in history, 
the Roman Catholic Church 
sent official observers to an 
ganization in which most Pro­ 
testant and Orthodox bodies 
are represented. The World 
Council meeting, which took 
place in New Delhi, India, Nov. 
18 - Dec. 6, was reported fully 
and sympathetically by Cath­ 
olic newspapers in the United 
States and other countries. 
The Vatican let it be known 
that Protestant and Orthodox 
Churches — which it now re­ 
fers to as “separated brethren” 
—will be invited to send obser- 
ers to the Catholic Ecumenical 
Council which will meet in 
Rome late this year. 
The Most Rev. Arthur C. 
Lichtenberger, presiding Bish­ 
op of the U. S. Protestant Epis­ 
copal Church, called at the 
Vatican for a “Most Cordial” 40 
minute visit with Pope John 
XXIII. 
In France, Catholic bishops 
and Protestant pastors met, for 
the first time since the refor­ 
mation, to hold a joint discus­ 
sion of religious doctrines. 
In Switzerland, Protestant 
parishes took up special col­ 
lections to aid Catholic chari­ 
ties, and Catholic parishes re­ 
ciprocated by raising funds for 
Protestant relief projects. 
In the United States, leading 
Protestant and Catholic theo­ 
logians carried on, through 
jointly - authored books and in 
face-to-face meetings, a friend­ 
ly “dialogue” about their doc­ 
trinal differences. This dia­ 
logue did not settle the differ­ 
ences, and was not supposed 
to. It did demonstrate that each 
side is now prepared to listen 
seriously to the other, and to 
acknowledge th e possibility 
that there might be truth on 
both sides. 
There also were important 
developments within the Ortho­ 
dox communions. 
The 18 self-governing Ortho­ 
dox Churches, which have 
about 150 million adherents in 
Mediterranean and eastern Eu­ 
ropean countries, tightened 
their bonds by holding, on the 
island of Rhodes, the largest 
“Pan-Orthodox conference” in 
three centuries. 


Southeast Asians Aid 
New York City Church 
NEW YORK M — In a re­ 
versal of missionary giving, 
Southeast A s i a n Christians 
have sent a gift of $1,000 to 
a church situated in the heart 
of New York City, the capital 
of affluence. 
If the gift itself seems un­ 
usual, the church that received 
it may appear even more so. 
“Our activities are related to 
the culture around us,” said its 
pastor, The Rev. H o w a r d 
Moody, and that culture is well 
known. Judson M e m o r i a l 
Church is located in Green­ 
wich Village, haven of the un­ 
orthodox. 
The pastor admits, in the 
parlance of his congregation, 
that “some of our critics con­ 
sider us way out.”

As he jokingly explained the 
makeup of his congregation, 
we have 85 card - c a r r y i n g 
members and about 300 or 400 
fellow travelers.” The average 
age of the 85 regulars, inci­ 
dentally, is 28. About 75 to 100 
teen-agers a week drop by the 
church. 
The pastor is at a loss to ex­ 
plain how the East Asia Chris­ 
tian Conference, donor of the 
$1,000, heard of his church. 
He suggests ‘ perhaps one of 
my friends in the World Coun­ 
cil of Churches told them 
about us.”

While this will not entirely cover the 
cost, major fund needs are met, so the 
long-discussed dockage is now a posi­ 
tive project, with bids soon to be called 
for dredging the harbor basin. 


Dredging the navigational channel 
through Richardson Bay is to follow 
harbor excavation. There is possibility 
that the city and George Zaro, private 
harbor developer, 
might co-operate, 
each sharing the cost for a larger, single 
channel. This is one of the matters to be 
worked out—but meantime. Mill Val­ 
ley's harbor pronosal favorably impress­ 
ed the commission. 
There was opposition to the l a s t 
against this project. The California In­ 
land Harbors Association cited a com­ 
mission survey saying southern Marin 
had the least need for new boating fa­ 
cilities. We feel that such a project will 
complement existing facilities, rather 
than be competition with small craft 
harbors elsewhere in Marin. 


Just as pleasure boating is one of the 


greatest sports of the Marin area, such 
development must also be considered in­ 
dustrial growth.

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ON FRIDAY' night they will 
have to “decide” who to en­ 
dorse for governor — will it 
be Edmund G. Brown? 
The “suspense” is multi­ 
plied by the fact Governor 
B r o w n 
hasn’t 
announced 
whether he will seek re-elec­ 
tion. The big announcement 
comes Wednesday night at 
the Sheraton-Palace $100 per 
plate dinner, which will be 
attended by more than 100 
Marin 
County 
Democrats, 
something of a record turn­ 
out for a fund-raising event 
of that size. 
What are they raising the 
funds for? Guess we’ll have to 
wait anxiously until we see 
whether the governor is go­ 
ing to run again. 
We have one clue. He's al­ 
ready accepted an invitation 
to address the CDC endorsing 
convention 
He’ll speak Fri­ 
day night there. 


THAT’S NOT the only race 
in which the CDC won’t have 
much trouble. For lieutenant 
governor Glenn M. Anderson 
won’t 
be 
opposed, 
e v e n 
though some of the CDCers 
may have wished they’d nom­ 
inated a stronger man four 
years ago. Atty. Gen. Stanley 
Mosk, Treasurer Bert A. Betts 
and Controller Alan Crans­ 
ton, all CDC favorites, are 
shoo-ins for reindorsement. 
This week, the announce­ 
ment of State Sen. Richard 
Richards of L A. that he will 
run for U.S. Senator nomina­ 
tion to face GOP Sen. Thomas 
Kuchel, practically eliminates 
other candidates. 
Thomas M. Rees, L.A. as­ 
semblyman who had been toy­ 
ing with the idea of seeking 
the federal job, immediately 
folded his tent. He undoubt­ 
edly will consider running for 
Richard’s job in the upper 


house, which now comes up 
for grabs. 


BUT

interesting 
from a Marin point of view is 
that Richards’ decision to run 
for U.S. Senate eliminates the 
just-born campaign of a resi­ 
dent of the county. 
A small committee had just 
been formed and had begun 
to plug for radio and TV 
newsman William Winter of 
Belvedere for the job. It was 
done under the assumption 
that Richards would not make 
the race. Winters planned to 
announce the day after Rich­ 
ards declined. That’s off. 
It leaves only one state­ 
wide race in which the CDC 
actually will have a choice in 
endorsing a candidate.

Don’t bet Barrigan will be en­ 
dorsed.

WASHINGTON—Real pur­ 
pose of the Soviet Union in 
trying to drive the West out 
of Berlin is now coming into 
the open. 
Getting its hands on all of 
Berlin has never been Mos­ 
cow’s prime objective. This is 
only a step toward a larger 
prize. The larger prize is 
West Germany itself — to 
tempt Bonn to abandon NATO 
and cast its future in a So­ 
viet association. 
This purpose has always 
been implicit in Khrushchev’s 
Berlin gambit. Now it is vis­ 
ible. This is the way the So­ 
viets have played it: 
THEY HANDED a 20 page 
memorandum to the West 
German ambassador in Mos­ 
cow to deliver to Bonn. They 
suggested that the Soviets 
would make it worthwhile to 
West Germany if it would cut 
its ties with the West, break 
with its NATO allies, and 
make a direct settlement with 
the Soviet Union. 
What was the lure? Why, if 
Bonn could only see which 
side of the bread the butter 
was on, with just a few con­ 
ditions it could get back East 
Germany and enjoy a verita­ 
ble ocean of trade with Rus­ 
sia. 
All it would have to do 
would be to withdraw from 
NATO and join the Warsaw 
Pact. And why wouldn’t that 
be a fine idea for Germany, 
the 
note 
suggested, 
since 
Bonn can’t really trust its 
Western allies and, further­ 
more, only the Soviet Union 
can grant a united Germany. 


THE SOVIETS made a sec­ 
ond move to the same end. 
They invited West. Berlin May­ 
or Willy Brandf to bilateral 
talks over the, fate of Berlin.

Continued from Page M-4 
could not go on for long be­ 
fore the boy started pestering 
them for a ride. In those days, 
there were no licenses, regu­ 
lations or any control over 
flying at all.

They resisted 
his entreaties for three years, 
but finally his persistence 
won and he was taken for a 
ride. It was either A1 or Art 
Wilson who took young Lee 
for that memorable ride.

Lee remembers many of 
the pilots who flew in and out 
of that airport in those days. 
One of them was Art Gobel, 
winner of the Dole Pineapple 
race from Oakland to Hono­ 
lulu in 1927.

ALSO AT THE same field 
was a pilot whom Lee remem­ 
bers only as “Swede.”

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Continued from Page M-4 
could not go on for long be­ 
fore the boy started pestering 
them for a ride.

Robaline Meacham 


Adds New Field 


To Her Composing 


Robaline Meacham started 
composing at the age of 9, 
when she was a student at 
the Pease Studio in Sacra­ 
mento where her family liv­ 
ed. Her first effort was a ‘Sol­ 
dier’s March” and she played 
it at a student recital. 
A far cry from this begin­ 
ning was Mrs. 
Meacham's 
composition, “Suite For Or­ 
chestra/’ which she wrote as 
her thesis for a Master s I>e 
gree in Music from Mills Col 
lege. This was also performed 
in Sacramento (although, by 
this time, the composer was 
a resident of the Bay Region) 
—but this time by the Sacra­ 
mento Philharmonic Orches­ 
tra. 
Mrs. Meacham is the only 
person to follow a B.M. (Bach­ 
elor of Music) Degree at Mills 
with an M.A. (Master of Arts) 
Degree. When asked her why 
this was, she said, “Oh . . . it 
just isn't done; you can t fol­ 
low a degree in one category 
with a degree in another. But 
somehow, they let me slip 
through.” 
The answer seems to be 
that (despite her protestations 
to 
the 
contrary) 
Robaline 
Meacham was probably a very 
unusual student. She was rec­ 
ognized early as an outstand-

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Continued from Page M-14 
ing student of musical compo­ 
sition and structure by her 
famous teacher there, Darius 
Milhaud, and she won many 
prizes while at college in this 
field, both as an undergrad­ 
uate and as a graduate stu­ 
dent. (Earlier Mrs. Meacham 
studied composition also un­ 
der Dr. Walter Klein at Kath­ 
arine Branson School in this 
county.) 


TODAY AT HER home in 
Mill Valley, Robaline Meach­ 
am is still combining the us­ 
ual and the unusual. She is 
married to Charles Meacham, 
violinist for the San Francisco 
Symphony Orchestra, concert 
master for the Marin Sym­ 
phony, and organizer of the 
Marin 
Arts 
Quartet. 
The 
Meacham children, Valerie, 
16, and Allen, 10, both study 
piano, and Valerie (a Domini­ 
can student) also studies vio­ 
lin and voice. Robaline is an 
accomplished pianist and ac­ 
companist, teaches piano, and 
also finds time to study piano 
with Harold Logan of San 
Francisco. Last year she took 
time out to head the Music 
Teachers’ Assn. of Califor­ 
nia's Marin Branch. 
Mrs. Meaeham’s latest com­ 
positions are being written, 
in fact, at the request of the 
Music Teachers’ Assn. for 
their two benefit concerts to 
be given at the Outdoor Art 
Club in Mill Valley. (The con­ 
certs are 3 p.m. tomorrow and 
again at the same hour on 
Feb. 25.) The first concert 
will feature pianist William 
Clark of Corte Madera and 
cellist Nancy O'Bannon (Mrs. 
Everett O’Bannon) of Mill Val­ 
ley. The February concert w ill 
feature Charles and Robalene 
Meacham. 


MEMBERS OF the Music 
Teachers Assn. got a further 
idea regarding the concerts 
from the fact that poet Rosa­ 
lie Moore Brown is one of 
their members: Why not com­ 
bine poetry reading with mu­ 
sic as a part of the program? 
The work of poets with 
whom Rosalie Moore is asso­ 
ciated, 
the 
Activist 
poets 
headed by Lawrence Hart of 
Santa Venetia, have just ap­ 
peared in a new anthology 
entitled “Accent on Barlow.” 
The upshot of all this was 
that Robaline Meacham has 
composed music for a half- 
dozen of the poems in the new 
book, to be played at the con­ 
cert to Rosalie Moore's read­ 
ing. Poets whose work has re­ 
ceived the Meacham “orches­ 
tration” include Jeanne Mc- 
Gahey, Marie Graybeal, Rob­ 
ert Barlow, John Hart, and 
Fred Ostrander.

she likes writing music to 
“orchestrate” a poem. 
“The poem does much of 
the work for me,” she says. 
“It sets a mood, which I iden­ 
tify musically and then ex­ 
tend or vary.” (In some places 
in these compositions the mu­ 
sic expands the mood while 
the voice stops. 
In other 
places, music and voice con­ 
tinue simultaneously.) 
Like all real pros in art, 
Mrs. Meacham will tell you 
that the limitations of your 
material are what you work 
with; they are a challenge, 
and help form your work— 
and are never merely a dis­ 
couragement. 


IN THIS CASE Mrs. Mea­ 
cham was limited by the poem 
itself—its mood, rhythm, con­ 
tent, and form—and also by 
the instruments decided up­ 
on in advance for the musical 
accompaniment. (These are to 
be cello and piano, for the 
January concert; piano and 
violin, for the February con­ 
cert.) 
Robaline Meacham says she 
likes absolute peace and quiet 
to work when she is getting 
her musical “ideas,” but once 
she gets going on them she 
works quite quickly and the 
present group of composi­ 
tions was done with very little 
revision. 
“If I turned them in to 
Milhaud. I’d probably begin 
reviking, though,” she said. 
She said her hardest assign­ 
ment in composition was for 
a final in college when M. 
Milhaud walked in and order­ 
ed. 
“Everybody w r i t e a 
waltz.” Now Milhaud is defi­ 
nitely a contemporary com­ 
poser, with a completely mod­ 
ern point of view; waltzes, on 
the other hand, are often tra­ 
ditionally rigid and conven­ 
tional. 
Whatever 
problems 
this may have posed, Roba­ 
line Meacham must have liked 
it . . . for now she’s added 
Activist poetry to the complex 
business of composing.

Adds New Field 


To Her Composing 


Robaline Meacham started 
composing at the age of 9, 
when she was a student at 
the Pease Studio in Sacra­ 
mento where her family liv­ 
ed. Her first effort was a “Sol­ 
dier's March” and she played 
it at a student recital. 
A far cry from this begin­ 
ning 
was Mrs. 
Meacham’s 
composition, “Suite For Or­ 
chestra,” which she wrote as 
her thesis for a Master’s De­ 
gree in Music from Mills Col­ 
lege. This was also performed 
in Sacramento (although, by 
this time, the composer was 
a resident of the Bay Region» 
—but this time by the Sacra­ 
mento Philharmonic Orches­ 
tra. 
Mrs. Meacham is the only 
person to follow a B,M. (Bach­ 
elor of Music) Degree at Mills 
with an M.A. (Master of Arts) 
Degree. When asked her why 
this was, she said, “Oh . . . it 
just isn’t done; you can’t fol­ 
low a degree in one category 
with a degree in another. But 
somehow', they let me slip 
through.” 
The answer seems to be 
that (despite her protestations 
to the contrary) 
Robaline 
Meacham was probably a very 
unusual student. She was rec­ 
ognized early as an outstand-

M a n y people ask the 
question “ Does a stereo or 
Hi-Fi system have to be 
played loud for it to sound 
good?** This question can­ 
not be correctly answered 
with a yes or no; however, 
if the Stereo or Hi-Fi sys­ 
tem is a quality component

A word about listening 
volumes. When p l a y i n g 
background music type rec­ 
ords such as the M^ntovani 
records, the music, since it 
is played at a relatively con­ 
stant volume, can be en­ 
joyed at any volume level. 
When playing symphonic 
records, you cannot get the 
full benefit of the music 
when playing at soft back­ 
ground levels« The volume 
must be set so that the soft 
solo passages can be distinct­ 
ly heard, and thus the loud 
crescendos will swell in vol­ 
ume as if the conductor 
were in your own home. lo 
get the maximum enjoy­ 
ment from s y m p h o n i c 
music, the dynamic expres­ 
sion (in other words, the 
conductor) mu-t he left in 
the music.

HEADLINES ALL M Y LIFE by 
Arthur Christiansen, Harper 
and Bros., 295 pages, $4.95. 
Reviowed by Don Keown. 
This is the autobiography 
of the fire-eating, imaginative 
journalist who for 24 years 
served as editor of I/>rd Bea- 
verbrook’s London Daily Ex­ 
press and who guided it to 
amazing circulation heights. 
The merit of the book de­ 
pends u p o n Christiansen's 
motive in writing it. 
If his goal was to write an 
entertaining piece, he unques­ 
tionably succeeded. His story 
is rich in anecdotes about the 
famous with whom he has 
rubbed shoulders. And we 
think the insight he provides 
into colorful Fleet Street and 
its way of life will prove as 
fascinating to the non-journal­ 
ist as to the journalist. 
If his objective was to im­ 
press the reader with his own 
personal cleverness (and he 
does seem to go to consider­ 
able pains in this direction) 
again he succeeds. There is no 
doubt but what Christiansen 
was a wizard at putting out a 
lively newspaper with strong 
appeal for the British masses. 
But if the book represents 
an attempt by Christiansen to 
justify his brand of journal­ 
ism, he was something less 
than 
successful there. He 
gives lip service to the public 
responsibilities 
of 
newspa­ 
pers. And provides some ex­ 
amples of the Herald enlisted 
in such causes. But more 
often, Christiansen’s tremen­ 
dous energy and ability were 
thrown into shallow proj­ 
ects whose end goal was to 
build circulation through an 
exaggerated air of excite­ 
ment, a calculated sugar-coat­ 
ing of the news, an involve­ 
ment with the trivial, a conde­ 
scending low opinion of the 
mentality and values of his 
readers. It built the circula­ 
tion of the Daily Herald over 
the four million copies per 
day mark. But was it good 
journalism? Did the Herald 
serve and enlighten or only 
entertain — an d sometimes 
mislead—its readers? 
Whatever h i s shortcom­ 
ings, Christiansen left his 
mark on British journalism. 
And his story is a highly in­ 
teresting one. 


A CASEBOOK ON DYLAN 
THOMAS, edited by John Mal- 
c e l m 
Brinnin, Thomas Y. 
C r o w e l l Co., 318 pages, 
$4.95. Reviewed b y D o n 
Keown. 
The most controversial, the 
most colorful and, in the opin­ 
ion of many, the most gifted 
poet yet produced by the 20th 
century was the late Welsh 
genius Dylan Thomas. 
In this casebook, his very 
good friend, critic, poet and 
teacher John Malcolm Brin­ 
nin, has collected 10 of Thom­ 
as’ poems, conflicting opin­ 
ions from several critics on 
his work and a number of 
reminiscences by people who 
knew him and came as close 
as was humanly possible to 
understanding his contradic­ 
tory and complex nature. 
A couple of examples of 
Thomas’ prose are also in­ 
cluded. 
The poetry serves to ac­ 


quaint the uninitiated reader 
with the Thomas style — the 
frequent resort to the unus­ 
ual metaphor, the crowding 
of much into a few lines, the 
brooding nature of the poet, 
his lyrical gift, his Bohemian, : 
non-conformist 
nature, 
his 
concern with words and their 
usage, his nostalgia for the 
past. 
Poetry, Thomas once de­ 
scribed as “statements made 
on the ’way to the grave.” 
Critical opinions included 
in the casebook are notable 
primarily for their wide diver­ 
gence. Frequently Thomas’s 
poetry 
produced 
reactions 
from so-called experts that 
were in complete conflict. But 
then that is true of many 
poets of great depth who, af­ 
ter all, are more concerned 
with the effect of their verse 
upon themselves than with its 
impact upon the critics. 
The most interesting and 
perhaps most important por­ 
tions of the book are those de­ 
voted to the observations of 
those who knew Thomas. The 
many-pronged personality of 
the poet seems to have served 
as a spur to these acquain­ 
tances. As a result, many of 
the passages offer fascinating 
insight into the Thomas char­ 
acter. There is a long excerpt 
from editor Brinnin’s own ex­ 
cellent “ Dylan Thomas in 
America” and another one 
from the moving “Leftover 
Life to Kill,” written by Dy­ 
lan’s temptuous wife, Caitlin. 
A number of the shorter piec­ 
es also hold great interest and 
enlightenment. 
The book cannot resolve 
the conflict which still swirls 
around Thomas’ poetry, al­ 
though Howard Moss with 
. . the truth is that he was 
a poet who left us magnificent 
poems. For that, we should be 
grateful”—has the last word 
on that subject. But the book 
does lay the foundation for 
a better understanding of a 
man whose undisciplined and 
unpredictable ways were not 
easily understood by many 
who greatly admired his tal­ 
ent.

she likes writing music to 
“orchestrate” a poem. 
“The poem does much of 
the work for me.” she says. 
“It sets a mood, which I iden­ 
tify musically and then ex­ 
tend or vary.” (In some places 
in these compositions the mu­ 
sic expands the mood while 
the

stops. 
In other 
places, music and voice con­ 
tinue simultaneously.) 
Like all real pros in art, 
Mrs. Meacham will tell you 
that the limitations of your 
material are what you work 
with; they are a challenge, 
and help form your work— 
and are never merely a dis­ 
couragement. 


IN THIS CASE Mrs. Mea­ 
cham was limited by the poem 
itself—its mood, rhythm, con­ 
tent, and form—and also by 
the instruments decided up­ 
on in advance for the musical 
accompaniment. (These are to 
be cello and piano, for the 
January concert; piano and 
violin, for the February' con­ 
cert.) 
Robaline Meacham says she 
likes absolute peace and quiet 
to work when she is getting 
her musical “ideas,” but once 
she gets going on them she 
works quite quickly and the 
present group of composi­ 
tions was done with very little 
revision. 
“If I turned them in to 
Milhaud, I’d probably begin 
revising, though,” she said. 
She said her hardest assign­ 
ment in composition was for 
a final in college when M. 
Milhaud walked in and order­ 
ed. 
“Everybody w r i t e a 
waltz.” Now Milhaud is defi­ 
nitely a contemporary com­ 
poser, with a completely mod­ 
ern point of view; waltzes, on 
the other hand, are often tra­ 
ditionally rigid and conven­ 
tional. 
Whatever 
problems 
this may have posed, Roba­ 
line Meacham must have liked 
it . . . for now she’s added 
Activist poetry to the complex 
business of composing.

When playing symphonic 
records, you cannot get the 
full benefit of the music 
when playing at soft back­ 
ground levels. The volume 
must be set so that the soft 
solo passages can be distinct­ 
ly heard, and thus the loud 
crescendo* will swell in vol­ 
ume as if the conductor 
were in your ow n home.

HEADLINES ALL MY LIFE by 
Arthur Christiansen, Harper 
and Bros., 295 pages, $4.95.

This is the autobiography 
of the fire-eating, imaginative 
journalist who for 24 years 
served as editor of Lord Bea- 
verbrook’s London Daily Ex­ 
press and who guided it to 
amazing circulation heights. 
The merit of the book de­ 
pends u p o n Christiansen’s 
motive in writing it. 
If his goal was to write an 
entertaining piece, he unques­ 
tionably succeeded. His story 
is rich in anecdotes about the 
famous with whom he has 
rubbed shoulders. And we 
think the insight he provides 
into colorful Fleet Street and 
its way of life will prove as 
fascinating to the non-journal­ 
ist as to the journalist. 
If his objective was to im­ 
press the reader with his own 
personal cleverness (and he 
does seem to go to consider­ 
able pains in this direction) 
again he succeeds. There is no 
doubt but what Christiansen 
was a wizard at putting out a 
lively newspaper with strong 
appeal for the British masses. 
But if the book represents 
an attempt by Christiansen to 
justify his brand of journal­ 
ism, he was something less 
than successful there. He 
gives lip sendee to the public 
responsibilities 
of 
newspa­ 
pers. And provides some ex­ 
amples of the Herald enlisted 
in such causes. But more 
often, Christiansen’s tremen­ 
dous energy and ability were 
thrown into shallow proj­ 
ects whose end goal was to 
build circulation through an 
exaggerated air of excite­ 
ment, a calculated sugar-coat­ 
ing of the news, an involve­ 
ment with the trivial, a conde­ 
scending low opinion of the 
mentality and values of his 
readers. It built the circula­ 
tion of the Daily Herald over 
the four million copies per 
day mark. But was it good 
journalism? Did the Herald 
serve and enlighten or only 
entertain — a n d sometimes 
mislead—its readers? 
Whatever h i s shortcom­ 
ings, Christiansen left his 
mark on British journalism. 
And his story is a highly in­ 
teresting one. 


A CASEBOOK ON DYLAN 
THOMAS, edited by John Mai- 
c ol m Brinnin, Thomas Y. 
C r o w e l l Co., 31S pages,

reminiscences by people who 
knew him and came as close 
as was humanly possible to 
understanding his contradic­ 
tory and complex nature. 
A couple of examples of 
Thomas’ prose are also in­ 
cluded. 
The poetry serves to ac­ 


quaint the uninitiated reader 
with the Thomas style — the 
frequent resort to the unus­ 
ual metaphor, the crowding 
of much into a few lines, the 
brooding nature of the poet, 
his lyrical gift, his Bohemian, 
non-conformist 
nature, 
his 
concern with words and their 
usage, his nostalgia for the 
past. 
Poetry, Thomas once de­ 
scribed, as "statements made 
on the way to the grave.’* 
Critical opinions included 
in the casebook are notable 
primarily for their wide diver­ 
gence. Frequently Thomas's 
poetry 
produced 
reactions 
from so-called experts that 
were in complete conflict. But 
then that is true of many 
poets of great depth who, af­ 
ter all, are more concerned 
with the effect of their verse 
upon themselves than with its 
impact upon the critics. 
The most interesting and 
perhaps most important por­ 
tions of the book are those de­ 
voted to the observations of 
those who knew Thomas. The 
many-pronged personality of 
the poet seems to have served 
as a spur to these acquain­ 
tances. As a result, many of 
the passages offer fascinating 
insight into the Thomas char­ 
acter. There is a long excerpt 
from editor Brinnin’s own ex­ 
cellent ‘‘Dylan Thomas in 
America" and another one 
from the moving "Leftover 
Life to Kill," written by Dy­ 
lan’s temptuous wife. Caitlin. 
A number of the shorter piec­ 
es also hold great interest and 
enlightenment. 
The book cannot resolve 
the conflict which still swirls 
around Thomas’ poetry, al­ 
though Howard Moss with 
*\ . . the truth is that he was 
a poet who left us magnificent 
poems. For that, we should be 
grateful"—has the last word 
on that subject.

In planting any annuals at 
this time of year, it is impor­ 
tant to provide a well drained 
soil. The best way to insure 
drainage is to plant in a 
slightly raised bed. However, 


past experience will no doubt 
have indicated to you which 
areas in the garden are well 
enough drained without hav­ 
ing to be raised. 
Annuals generally love sun 
and winter-planted annuals 
are no exception. The fact 
that they perform in cool 
weather does not eliminate 
the need for a sunny planting 
bed. Your nurseryman will no 
doubt tell you that sun is 
more important in winter 
than in summer. 
Winter rains are usually 
sufficient to carry these bed- 
ders after you’ve once water­ 
ed them in. Don't count on it, 
however. In California unus­ 
ual weather is often the us­ 
ual.

Folk Jazz / The Bill Smith 
Quartet—Contemporary Ster­ 
eo S7591. 
An absolutely delightful ex 
cursion into “chamber jazz.' 
Aside from Fred Katz’s sim­ 
ilar work on a Warner Broth­ 
ers disc now discontinued, I 
don't know of any other full 
albums of jazz transmutations 
of folk songs. 
Among those heard here 
are “A-Roving,” “Greens- 
leeves,” “John Henry,” “Black 
Is the C o l o r , ” and even 
“Three Blind Mice.” 
With Bill Smith’s arrange­ 
ments and clarinet artistry, 
Jim Hall, guitar; Monty Bud- 
wig, bass, and Shelly Manne, 
drums, round out the subtle- 
sounding group. The Sacra­ 
mento-born clarinetist studied 
with Darius Milhaud at Mills 
College in Oakland, where he 
also helped form the historic 
Dave Brubeck Octet. He also 
instructed at University of 
California in Berkeley and fit 
the San Francisco Conserva­ 
tory of Music. He is present 
ly on the faculty of UCLA. 
So much for academica. 
The music: Terrific. 
The folk tradition is pre­ 
served unblemished in these 
m o d e r n - j a z z 
garments. 
Smith’s sophisticated back­ 
ground and classical leanings 
do not get in his way at all.

An absolutely delightful ex­ 
cursion into “chamber jazz.”
